I do not deny that many lives 
might be ſaved by the ſkilful admini- 
ſtration of proper medicines; but a 
thouſand indiſputable facts convince 
me, that the preſent eſtabliſhed prac- 
tice of Phyſic in England is infinitely 
deſtructive of the lives of his Majeſty's 
ſubjects. I prefer the practice of old | 
women, becauſe they do not ſport 
with edged tools : being unacquaint- 
ed with the powerful articles of the 
Materia Medica, their preſcriptions

are generally innoxious, and therefore | 
they do but little miſchief. An 7g- 
norant Practitioner, on the contrary, 
quite familiar with every article in the 
Diſpenſary, with a total incapacity 
of diſtinguiſhing one diſeaſe from an- 
other, yet perfectly convinced of his 
knowledge in the art of healing, 
without the leaſt heſitation, bleeds, 
bliſters, clyſters; and then ſends a 
baſket of draughts to be taken every 


four hours, compoſed of the moſt 
powerful drugs in his ſhop. 


Contrary to his prediction, the pa- 
tient becomes every hour worſe and 
worſe, The family is alarmed, and 
a phyſician is called in, What is to 
be done? Nothing! The time for

adminiſtering relief is elapſed. The 


patient dies. In acute diſeaſes, ca- 


pital miſtakes at the beginning can 
never be remedied by the moſt ſkilful 


Phyſician. 


Such, however, is the general routine 
of practice in this kingdom. The 
Apothecary is conſulted at the im- 
portant period of the diſorder, and the 
Phyſician is called in at a time when 
the fruits of his education, his know- 
ledge, and abilities can be of no ſer- 
vice. 


At what period of our hiſtory, and 
by what ſtrange infatuation, this ab- 
ſurd, this inverted practice of Phyſic 
began, is of little conſequence. It is 
ſufficient that we know it to be uni-

verſally and irremoveably . eſtabliſhed, 
The generality of mankind reaſon 
leaſt in matters of mo importance. 
Confirmed habits never yield to argu- 
ment. The reaſoning of a Locke, 
the eloquence of à Cicero, will 
never perſuade any of your patients 
to call in a Phyſician, until you have 
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hinted your apprehenſions of danger, 
You will certainly continue to be firſt 


ſent for; and the family, confiding

in your extenſive practice, will form 
their opinions concerning the nature 
and danger of the patient's diſorder 
on your report. It is evident, there- 
fore, that you precede the Phyſician 
both in time and importance, if it be 
true, that the firſt ſtage of acute ꝗiſ- 
caſes is the moſt important period; 
and

and 1 dare fay, Sir, you have ſeen 
enough of diſeaſes to convince you 
of that truth. But I will go a ſtep 
farther; I aver, that the firſt ſtage is 
the only important period of acute 
diſeaſes; and that a careful nurſe will 
condutt a patient with ſafety through 
moſt (1 had almoſt ſaid all) ideopa- 
thic fevers, known in this climate, if 


rationally directed in the beginning. 


Hence it follows, that the pre- 
eminence of a Phyſician conſiſts ſolely 
in the ſuperiority of his rank in ſo- 
ciety; in his having had an academi- 
cal education, and in being, generally, 
a man of letters and of ſcience. In 
the line of Phyſic he is of mighty little 
conſequence: ſo little, that his at- 


tendance might commonly be ſpared,

if he were not conſidered as the necef- 


ſary ultimate article of pageantry ta 
expiring-grandeur, 


If there be no miſrepreſentation in 
what I have written, it appears that 
the life of every individual in England 
is in the hands of ſome Apothecary. 
You ſee, Sir, the important, the 
aweful truſt repoſed in you by the 
whole nation, and you cannot avoid 
perceiving your high conſequence in 
the community. Members of Parlia- 
ment and Miniſters of State are the 
guardians of the people's property 
only. 


A Phyſician may be a dull, infipid, 
illiterate, ignorant blockhead, without

any detriment to the nation ; but the 

penetration, the ſagacity, the medi- 
cal erudition of every Apothecary is 
inſeparably connected with the popu- 
lation, and conſequent proſperity of 
the ſtate. It ſeems, therefore, indiſ- 
penſibly requiſite, that every gentle- 
man of your profeſſion ſhould, in the 
moſt important of all ſciences, ex- 
plore every poſſible ſource of informa- 
tion. If the Geeeks, the Romans, 
the Arabians, have, in their writings, 
bequeathed to poſterity any medical 
knowledge worth acquiring, learning 
theſe languages ſhould make a part of 
your education; nor are the modern 
tongues, particularly Italian, French, 
and German, leſs neceſſary, as there 


are many excellent books on medical 
ſubjects,

ſubjects, both ancient and modern; 
that have never been tranſlated. 


The ſciences of Anatomy, Chemiſ- 
try, Botany, Phiſiology, Patholagy, 
Theory and Practice of Phyſic, are, 
I think, generally conſidered as neceſ- 
ſary branches of a regular medical 
education. Now, though theſe ſci- 
ences may be of no uſe to Phyſi- 
cians de jure, you, who are Phyſi- 
clans de facto, ought certainly to re- 
ſide a ſufficient time at ſome uni- 
verlity where they are taught. But, 
as in your preſent ſituation, that may 
be inconvenient, in order to prevent, 
in ſome degree, the fatal conſequences 


of your miſtaking one diſeaſe for an- 
other,
